Accordingly, it ia hereby declared to be the 
policy of the people of the United states that in order to )£&** * • «» 
awwon defense *£ & ee cur tty , toe «»j^Uliii^smal^a4s and dissemination 
of foreign int&S^ewmall be c entra l ise* and Us- ^ s casemen t coordi- 
nated so as to keep fully inforsed the proper officers and departments 
of the Government. 

(b) Purpose of Act. It is the purpose of this Act 
to effec tua te the policies set out in ;.>eetion 1(a) by providing among 
others for the following major program relating to intelligence: 

(1) A program fbr coordi n a t ing the procure-nent 
facilities of existing Intel li cence activities to develop 
la^yiaum efficiency .

Section 2(a) Hatlonal Intellljenoe Authority. 

(1) There is hereby established a National 
Intelligence Authority teich snail be composed of five ®era''sr£.. 
the Secretaries of the State departments War ; apartment and 
llavy Departments shall oe, oaf officio, ambers of tee National 
Intelligence Authority. The fourth member shall be appointed 
by the President as his personal representative. These four 
m ember s sill be the sole voting seobers of the National 
Intelligence Authority. The Director of the Central Intelli- 
gence, hereinafter provided for, shall sit as the fifth and 
non-voting member of the National Intelligence Authority. 

(2) The President shall appoint his personal rep- 
resentative to tee National Intelligence Authority by and ,<ith 
the consent of the Senate. The tersu of each voting aeafcar of 
the National Intelligence Authority sJiall be at the pleasure 

of tee President. The four mtiag swribers sill serve eithout 
cospensation for this service and shall perform this service in 
addition to such other activities, public or private, as thsy 
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msy m gage in. 

(3) The national Intelligence Authority may 
utilise such facilities of the State, far md Navy Departed ts 
as stay be necessary for the maintenance of offices, record* and 
for secretarial and clerical assistance. 

(b) Central Intelligence Agency. There is hereby 
established a Central Intelligence Agency (hereinafter in this Act referred 
to as the "Agency*) with a Director «ho shall be the heed thereof, U be 
appointed fro® civilian or military l±f« by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate for a term of not nor* than seven y*»ars. 

Director s hall receive oowpens&t Lon at the rate of 312 ,000 pop •hnnsw 
Any cosrais stoned, officer of the United States Aray, the United States Mayy, 
or the United States Air Force may be appointed to the office of Director; 
and his appointaent to, acceptance of, and service in, such office snail 
in no way affect any status, office, rank, or grade he assy occupy or hold 
in the United States Arty, the United States Navy, or the United States 
Air Force, or any emolument, prerequisite, ri$i t, privilege, or benefit 
incident to or arising out of any such status, office, rank or grad*. 

Any such coianiaaioned officer on the act! -vs list shall, while serving xn 
the Office of Director, receive the military pay and allowances pay* ole to 
a commissioned officer of his grade and length of service end shall be paid, 
from any funds available to defray the expense* of the agency, annuel com- 
pensation at a rate e>{ual to the difference between '12,000 ana the mount 
of his annual military pay and allowances. There shall be assigned to 
duty with the Agency such military *nd civilian personnel of the depart- 
ments and agencies of the Government as the Director any, from time to 
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tiw 9 request, subject to policies established by the National Intelli- 
gence Authority mi approved by the I 'reaidant. 

(o) It slusil be the duty of the Agency, under the 
supervision and direction of the national Intelligence Authority, to plan, 
develop, and coordinate the foreign intelligence activities of the United 
States in such wanner as to assure the most effective acoonfaistaent of 
the intelligence mission relating to the wtional seourity. The Agency

(d) the responsibility and authority of the departments 
and other agencies of the Government to collect, evaluate, correlate, 
and disseminate^intelli-jence shall not be affscted, except to the extent 
that the Agency may relieve them of such authority and responsibility 
pursuant to the provisions of subsection (c). the Agency shall have no 
polios, subpoena or lav enforcement posers or functions, either within 
or outside of the continental limits of the United States. Ihe Director 
of the Agency shall be responsible for fully protecting intelligence 
sources and Methods. 

(s) The Agency shall make use of die facilities and 
services of the military and the civilian intelligence agencies of the 
Government and may conduct intelligence projects through, or in oo operation 
with, such agencies. Such agencies are hereby authorized and directed to 
make such facilities and services available to the Agency and to participate 
in the conduct of its projects. 

(f ) Tb the extent recommended by die lational Intelli- 
gence Authority and approved by the President, (1) the Intelligence operations 
of the departments and other agencies of the Go vernment sSiall be open to 
inspection by the Director in connection with the planning functions of 
the Agency and (2) the intelligence possessed by such departments ant 
agencies shall be made freely available to the Director £>r correlation,
